The trees did not 
leaf ont till June, and now have a crop 
of ripe apples, normal in color and of 
large size. In addition to thin crop, 
they have second and third crops of 
much smaller apples, and are now 
blossoming1 for the fonith time since 
June. Mr. Griffin states that the trees 
have acted in this manner for several 
seasons, the latter fruit retaining the 
normal shape and bright red in color. 
One of the "first crop" apples a year 
or two ago weighed thirty ounce*.

Giant Cactus. 


The Giant Cereue of Arizona and 


Northern Mexico is the largest growing 
member of the cactus family, attaining 
a height of 60 feet and a diameter of 
two feet or more. In the United States 
it is usually known simply as the 
"Giant Cactus." In Mexico they call 
it the "Saguarro" (the "K" has the 
pound of "w"). In proportion to their 
size, the Giant Cactus are among the 
heaviest plants'known, the body being 
composed largely ot water. So full are 
they that travellers nearly perishing 
of thirst have saved themselves by 
cutting out a large piece and shaping 
the bottom of the wound to catch the 
water or sap, which collects in a con- 
siderable quantity in an incredible 
abort time. One would scarcely peek 
to quench bis thiist in this manner 
except in case of dire necessity, for the 
sap it not of a pleasant taste. 
3 Tne flowers, usually white, <hough 
sometimes tinged with smoky blue, are 
borne in a circle of clusters near the 
top of the plant, giving the effect of it 
being crowned with a wreath of white 
DosEonis. The blossoms are followed 
by dull red, edible truit, quite like a 
fig or pear in shape. Th« native In- 
dians make it a point to gather all 
these "Trnits for food and in addition 
manufacture from them an intoxicating 
beverage. To obtain these fruits, the 
Indians push them off one at a time, 
ufiiiig a long poU». which is sometimes 
obtained from a dead trunk of one of 
these gianta, for when dry the body 
splits up into thin strips the extreme 
length of the plant. The'flower of the 
giant cactus has been adopted, by Ari- 
zona as the territorial flower,* but the 
ensationa) newspaper articles about 
the danger of its extinction are greatly 
overdrawn.—Country Life in America. 


Kedztrs Spray for Codling Moths. 
The £an Francisco Chronicle nays 


that Professor C. B. Simpson of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, ban been studying the codling 
moth in Oregon and Idaho, where the 
apple crop is important and the moth 
flourishes as it does everywhere. He 
intimates that the department is reach- 
ing the conclusion that the Kedzir so- 
lution is a more desirable spray for 
this pest than Paris green. It 
is 


cheaper, quite as effective and less 
dangerous to foliage, the sal soda and 
lime neutralizing th<! burninu effect of 
the white arsenic.

New Sulphuring Device.

Those who are not inclined to invest 


in a blowing apparatus for applying 
sulphur to orchard trees may be inter- 
ested in a cheaper though lens effective 
plan. 
By means of a pole a bag of 


sulphur is suspended above the top of 
the tree—an ordinary burlap sack may 
be used. The receptacle holding the 
sulphur is jarred or swung back and 
forth over the true, dusting the foliage 
very thoroughly. In cases where hut 
a few trees are infected with red spider 
or silver mi to the device may be 
applied cheaply. Keportsshow that the 
red spider is increasing to an alarminf 
extent over a limited area of orchards 
and It would be well for orchardists.

Whether tho business 
will soon be overdone is a problem 
thnt should engage the attention of 
those contemplating a further increase 
in tho berry acreage. 
The improve- 


ment in quality has been noted by nil 
users of strawberries. Southern Cali- 
fornia now leads the world in quality 
ami continuity of this favorite berry. 
—Times. 


The Sugar Prune. 


The sugar prune is a thrifty tree and 


seems to be a vigorous bearer. It is 
earlv, sweet and of good size. There 
is yet no record of its value as a ship- 
ping fruit, nor can we tell how the 
trade will take to it as a dried prune. 
It is very difficult to change estab- 
lished trade customs and demands, and 
the process is always very slow. We 
have thus far found no one in the 
trade who is giving the matter any 
thought. Within a 
couple of yeais 


this new prune must come on the 
market in such quantities as will force 
attention to it, but we shall not know 
the result until the retail trade has 
handled it for some years. If con- 
sumers habitually come back and ask 
for "more of the same kind" its glor- 
ious future is assured. If they don't., 
it isn't, says the San Francisco Chion- 
icle. 


The beet sugar factories of California 


are sending 1000 tons of sugar daily to 
the east. There are employed by the 
Southern Pacific company over 1500 
cars dally in handling the raw beet* 
fn the various parts of the state. It 
takes thirty cars to handle the refined 
product daily. This m^ans a height 
train a day is used exclusively in 
handling the sugar. The beet sugar 
season has been in 
full 
swing for 


thirty days, but has not yet reached its 
maximum. The beet industry as com- 
pared to last year's shipments has in- 
creased fully 100 per cent and is an 
active competitor with Hawaii. 


The industry has increased so rapid- 


ly that the railroad company found it 
necessary to construct 300 cars es- 
pecially for the trade at the West Oak- 
land yards. About 400 cars have been 
built for the same purpose in ather 
portions of the system notably at Los 
Angeles. 


Altogether lastj year there were not 


more than 800 cars used in carrying 
,he raw beets to the factory, while this 


fear there are fully twice that num 
her. In fact the demand for earn ex 
ceeds the supply considerably. If the 
next year calls for as large an increase 
as the present one, the company will 
hare 2900 to 3000 car* employed in the 
service. 


Alarnedacounty furnished about one 


half of Jtho product which is sent to 
New York and other eastern points. 
The factories at Akarado and Crockett 
are especially busy and are using sev- 
eral hundred carloads of beets every 
day. The remainder of the output 
comes from the coast refineries located 
south of Oakland. 


In comparison to the Hawaiian sugar 


trade, the indications are that Califor- 
nia will soon 
outstrip her island 


sister. The traffic enjoyed from the 
beet Industry means much more to 
the Soutehrn Pacific even now than the 
enormous amount of sugar imported 
from Hawaii. The Hawaiian product 
this year was no small factor, but the 
returns from the beet sugar industry 
will be two or three times as large. 


There are now awaiting 700 tons of 


beet sugar at Long wharf for Hawaii. 
This is the first shipment of California 
sugar which has ever been sent to Ha- 
waii. The sugar season closed there 
over thirty days ago, and it is thought 
that the product has not yet been 
placed on market.

The parents 
of the child, now advanced in years, 
were at the time of his birth slaves lu 
Virginia. In 1840, prior to his birth, 
by consent of their owners, they went 
through a form of marriage in the pres- 
ence of the master of one of them, and 
afterward 
lived together for eight 


years. In 1854 the father escaped to 
Massachusetts, and then;, In 1S50, mar- 
ried another woman, by whom he had 
a son and daugher. He lived with this 
woman until his death, in 1808.

the war the son born in Virginia by 
the first marriage was recognized by 
his father as his son. On the death of 
the father the son by the second mar- 
riage 
was appointed administrator, 


whereupon the son by the first mnr- 
rlage asked to have him removed oil 
the ground that he was not a lawful 
child, but that be, the son of the first 
marriage, was the lawful son of the 
deceased. 
It was contended by the 


Massachusetts son that the son born 
of fhe slave marriage in Virginia was 
illegitimate because in that State mar- 
riages between slaves had no legal ef- 
fect; but this contention was answered 
by stating that the statute passed la 
Virginia after the war legitimatizing 
slave marriages was sufficient to make 
the Virginia son legitimate. The court 
escaped from the embarraslng posi- 
tion of declaring either of the contest- 
ants illegitimate by holding that even 
though the Virginia son were made 
legitimate by statute. It did not follow 
as a consequence that the Massachu- 
setts marriage was void and the chil- 
dren of it illegitimate; that as the pe- 
tition for removal goes on the single 
ground that the Virginia son is the 
only legitimate child, a sufficient caso 
for removal has not been made on that 
ground. 
The court said they would j 


leave the question as to whether the 
Virginia son was entitled to share la 
the distribution of the estate uude-' 
elded,-

UNCLE •AM'SFREArS MONEY 


Bill* Ttiat Are Twenty Dollar* •* 


O«e tide and Ten on the fte*er*«. 
Scattered throughout the country are 


a few pieces of paper money that aw 
known as "freak bills" by the officials 
of the treasury deportment. One of 
them turned n» in this city not long 
ago—it had the imprint of a twenty 
dollar note on one side and a ten on 
the other. 
As the face showed the 


twenty, that was its le^nl value. 


flie deputy assistant treasurer of 


the United States, who is stationed In 
the New York subtrensury, was speak- 
ing of these freaks the other day nnd 
said he bad only seen one of them in 
his life, although he had hoard of ser- 
end. 
Very rarely they have slipped 


through the bureau of engraving and 
printing despite a careful scrutiny by 
three or four sets of inspectors. 
In 


most cases they have been national 
banknotes, which, like regular treasury 
notes, are printed at the bureau In 
Washington. 
The face value always 


Is recognized when the freaks come to 
be cashed In at any branch of the 
treasury, and the imprint on the back 
has no lawful status whatever. 


"The notes are printed in sheets at 


the bureau," said the official. "Usual- 
ly there will be one twenty and two 
tens on a sheet. They are printed one 
side at a time, so it can be seen that 
th? printer in turning over the sheet 
might get it upside down nnd thus put 
a ten dollar back on the twenty dollar 
note, or twenty on the back of one of 
the tens." 


In the bureau tire women who are 


supposed to examine all the bills care- 
fully, but occasionally they neglect 
to look at both sides as scrutlnlzlngly 
ns they should, and so the money goes 
out Into circulation. When errors are 
discovered, the misprlnted'sheet is laid 
aside to be destroyed. It cannot be 
torn up at once, for every sheet has to 
be accounted for. After a good deal 
of red tape. It Is ground up into pulp. 


Most of the freak bills which have 


been issued in the past have found 
their way back to the treasury, there 
to be destroyed. It is thought that less 
than n dozen are now scattered about, 
most of them in the hands of curio 
hunter*. The official said that no ef- 
fort to collecjhhem had been made by 
the government and that the treasury 
department did not consider the circu- 
lation of the few notes a mutter of 
any consequence. Inasmuch as there 
was no doubt about the values as In- 
dicated on the face.—New York Times.

Rev. Harry G. Hall, pastor of the 
church, quietly notified the audience 
that the floors were unsafe and request- 
ed t.h.". people retiie as quietly ns possi- 
ble, and asking that the ladies bo per- 
mitted to first go out of the building. 
Those in the audience did not know of 
their real peril until thev were, nil out 
of the building, when it was learned 
that the floor had settled five inches, 
and that the gallery was in a tottering 
condition. 


The church, which wns an old build 


ing was rendered useless and probably 
will have to be rebuilt. 


A Cloud in the East 


London—In a dispatch from Buchar- 


est, Eoumania, the correspondent of the 
Daily Mail says he has just returned 
from Constantinoplg, where he investi- 
gated the reported Russian diplomatic 
advances to Turkey. He says he is 
able to affirm oositively that Grand 
Duke Nicholas of Kussia during his 
visit to the sultan proposed to Turkey 
the levival of the treaty which was 
concluded in June, 1833, and which es- 
tablished a Eusso-Turkish alliance. 
Under the terms of this treaty the 
ports undertook, at Russia's request, 
to exclude in time of war all foreign 
warships from the, Black sea, while 
Russia undertook, at Turkey's request 
to furnish aid by land and sea forces. 


Ths treaty, continues the correspond- 


ent of the Daily Mail, which really 
placed Turkey in the position of a sub- 
ject state of Russia, lasted for eight 
years, but on account of the opposition 
of the western powers it was not re- 
newed. Russia now proposes not only 
to renesv it, but to introduce articles 
strengthening its purport. 


The Turkish court and government 


were thrown into consternation, fear- 
ing it was Russia's intention to enforce 
her wishes. Some of the ministers 
werejdisposed to entertain;the proposal 
but a majority of the influential mini- 
sters were against it. 


In an editorial article on the dis- 


patch of its Bucharest correspondent, 
the Daily Mail says it thinks this news 
explains the 
recent rumors of the 


Russian attempt to regain control of 
the Dardanelles. The paper sounds an 
alarmist note of warning to Great 
Britian, Austria and Germany against 
this new "thunder cloud" in the east. 


Vienna—The Austro-Hungatian for 


eign ollice entirely discredits the report 
telegraphed from Bucharest, Rouman- 
ia, to the London Daily Mail that 
Russia has proposed to Turkey a re- 
vival of the treaty of 1832, which es- 
tablished a Russian alliance, under 
the terms of which the government of 
Turkey undertook at Russia's request 
to exclude in time of war all foreign 
warships from the Black sea, while 
Russia undertook at Turkey's request 
to furnish her aid by land and sea if 
necessary. It is pointed out at the 
foreign office here that all European 
powers are concerned in the existing 
treaties governing the passage of the 
Dardenellea by foreign'.warships and 
that it is impossible for Russia ».o 
modify them without the consent of 
the co-signatories. 


Washington Notes 


Vice Consul General Terry has wired 


the state department from Port 
Prince that St. Marie has capitulated 
to the provisional government. 


The order reducing the armv to the 


minimum of 59,600 men is in course 
of preparation at the war department 
and is one of a series of orders that 
have been issued cutting down 
regular army as the decrease could be 
made as a result of reduction of the 
force in the Philippines. The manner 
in which this order will be carried out 
is to discontinue enlistments until the 
number fixed has been reached. 


In the course of a few months 


export duty on lumber imposed by the 
government of British Columbia 
resulted in driving a numberof Ameri- 
can sawmills across the line and large- 
ly prospering the Canadian lumber 
trade. A short report to the state de- 
partment from United States Consul 
Dudley at Vancouver sums up 
workings of the new law to that effect.
